Grafton 
some few Weeks ago is toW. When th« 
big 'vcooel waa about to aster tbe dock 
a photofrapiier waa on hand and a num¬ 
ber of pictures were obtained for offi¬ 
cials of the nav'y. With a ship the aixe 
of the (Jraftoo tbe greatest precaulloos 
have to bo taken in getting the ship safe¬ 
ly witJiin the dock. Had the Grafton 
been a foot greater beam she could' not 
have been accommodated. TTiere waa 
Juat four inches to tipare on either side 
as she passed througii the gate, and some 
pretty tine work had to be done. 8 ome 
years ago when the W'an*pite wa.« on 
this station it is said that she, too, had 
considerable trouble In doekiug. When¬ 
ever she had to be placed on the blocks 
the ash sbntes on tbe s!de had to be first 
removed before she entered the dock. 
These facts are reported to bd on record 
In tbe head offices of the admiralty, and 
are now the subjec-ts of serioua consider¬ 
ation. especially ia view of the fact that 
at tbe end of this year or early in tbe 
new year the agreement be t ween the 
Imperinl and Cinadian gr>TenimentB re¬ 
specting the control and usage of the 
dock will expire.

Caracas, Dec. 13.—The following de¬ 
tails of the raptum of the Venesuelan 
vessels at I.si Guayra on 'rm>sday by 
the Aoglo-Genuan forces have reached 
here. 

At 4 o'clm'k on Tuesday afieniooii 13 
boats manner, by 249 British ciiil Ger¬ 
man seamen and towed by two steam 
launches, without giviug auy uotification 
of tliA'ir intentiou to the. Venesuelau au¬ 
thorities, entered the harbor of La 
Ouayr-i aud pnx'eeded to the docks. The 
German contiugeiit belonging to the 
cruiserit Vineta and ;Falke, went to 
board the Margarita, formerly the tor¬ 
pedo boat which was given to 

Vegpsikrfa Bciindor, and revolver in 
baud, compiled the men who were oc- 
cdpierl in reiMiring her to abandon the 
ship. 

Tlio G(>mmu sailors smashed the tor¬ 
pedo tubes, th? comiuss and the ma¬ 
chinery. and left the Margarita in dock 
in this disaiileil ('onditiou. TTie Ger¬ 
mans afterwards boarded the Usson, a 
freight steamer l>elouglng to a French¬ 
man. und chartered by tba goremment 
for tlic* traiistsirtntion of troops, and or¬ 
dered the few sailors on board to quit 
the vessel, which they did without mak¬ 
ing any resistance. The Oermau sail¬ 
ors cut the anchor cbnlu and towed her ' 
outside the harbor. 

At the same time the sailors of the 
'British cHiUer Retribution boarded the 
Geucr.il Creiqio and the TitUmo aud 
obliged their crews to lower the Vene- 
xuelau flag and leave the vessels. Tlie 
Vencxtielans made no resiffiance. The 
British bluejackets then cut the vessels 
loose from their onchors i and towed 
them outside the harbor. The Venc- 
sueUiu crews were allowed to return to 
the shore. The captured sUftaraers were 
seen at 11 u'clm'k at night still In the 
same position. At 2 o' clock in the 
mornbig the British cruiser Retribution 
tewed Hie General Oresi»o and the Tu- 
tuDo farther ont. and tbe Veoexuelan 
vessels have qot been ceen wince. 

The government asserts that the sol¬ 
diers at the fort at La Guayra saw 
them sunk with dynamite. It Is a fact 
that the Retribution returned alone a 
few hours latex to I^n Guayra. aud It 
was imjioHsible for her to have con¬ 
ducted them either to Curacoa or Triu- 
Idad. Tlie goremment complains that 
the tfcrman bailors ate the meals pre¬ 
pared on boanl the captured steamers 
for tlio Venexnelnn crows. 

Another Seisuro. 

La Guayra, Deo. 13.—The German 
cruiiOT, Vineta yegterday captured near 
Ouaati the Venezuelan gunboat Res 
tourador. formerly George J. Gold's 
yacht Atlanta.

Tlie (liKallowauce hy the Dominion 
govr nnieiik of thoActs passcfl, osteuslbly 
forjtlie restriction of Oriental immigra¬ 
tion. at the last scHMlon of the British 
Columbia Ijeglslature will not create a 
aent^ation. It w*ns i>erfectly well known 
at tile time they wore enncteil that they 
wcuM lie disallowed. They Infringed 
upon tho flrerogative of the Domlnlou 
and. the Doniluiou govemmecA conld do 
nothing else but set them aside.

"In the fortt* days we were drilling 
wj; |<^t time. Twice we had dis* 

ftstrbus nrei, wtiich tbe sixty men em* 
ployed up there 6ftd to combat with wet 
gnnny sacks and burlap. Once we lost 
our drill in this way, by the boming of 
the ropes, and had to fish for It after 
extinguishing the blase. The eowtry Is 
so saturated with oil that a fire Ia easily 
staited. Two weeks ago. when we were 
dqwn' Y^t, We rais^ the tool to 
pump out the nhld at the bottom of tbe 
wdl. We had the pump going lively 
when all at once the well took life, and 
the oil leaped a hundred feet in the air. 
Then our troubles commeuced in 4am- 
est^ for the oH could not be left to run 
bito tbp bceafi 'all winter, and no provis- 
ioiis had been made at all for storing It 
Id any way. It blew off cap after esp, 
bat after several days of work we got 
timbers anchored about tbe well, and | 
keyed the gusher down. Not over ten 
bftrreb a day was escaping from round 
the pipe when I came away. 

**The Alaskan Steam Coal A Petro¬ 
leum Company owtm the well. The 
company ia a British one with head* 
quarters In Victoria. It haa nearly 75 
miles of ihe coast thereabouts, by three 
■Biles wide, the land having been taken 
ftp under the mineral act before any ex* 
^oration work was begun. Hie com- 
-fsuiy hss laid off all the well hands fbr 
tbe winter, until tanks for the reception 
the oU can be carried to the well, and 
until a plant of several more drills shall 
be erected. These things are already 
ordered, ..and the spring will see great 
activity there. If it were possible to 
' make a lauding directly cqiposite the well, 
ft half mile of pipe would be all that 
would h'i needed to fill all the tank ships 
that could be secured. No pumping 
woold be necessary. We brought six 
barrets of the oil down with us, and it is 
■aid to be 75 per ctait. kerosene. We 
tried to bom it up there, but for some 
reosem it explodes. TUe experts say it is 
a good indication of the quality of the 
oil. W'e buhl it iu great open trenches 
and Id that u*sy the nei^borhood of the 
well is as bright as day. 

**There is uu water at all mixed with 
the flow of oil. Tbe well was so dry all 
the way down that K would not even 
fnniish Ite water for drilling. It 
had to be fed from tbe top.” 

‘Mr. Myers was in the employ of the 
company in the capacity of aKsistant 
driller. Of the nature of the ground 
that has been flriUe<l, be said: 

••-We had ifot'yet penetrated any of 
the saiuVvtone under which we expected 
to discover our oil. In fact, we do not 
believe we have come anyw-here near 
tbe real strstiim we are after, and when 
ohxt spring our tanks are placed In posi¬ 
tion wi shall proceed to aink tbe same 
bole, and others to a much greater 
dhpth. Gas is mixed with the oil in 
great quantity.'*
